Mrs. TAIL® advised that they have never lived in Brooklyn 
or New York City, but have visited New lork City on a number of occasions, 
and they have made it their habit to stop at the St. Regis Hotel while 
there* ELIZABETH has never worked in New York and they have never had any 
personal aervants while in that city. According to Mrs. TAILOR, they have 
never had any trouble with their servants in Los Angeles and neither she 
nor ELIZABETH could suggest any suspect amongst employees or acquaintances.
